Poincare, 'Savior' 
of France, Is Dead 


World War President Who 


Later Rescued Currency 


Succumbs at 74 


PARIS, France.(/P)—Raymond Poin- 


care, one of the last of France's great 
World war figures, died early Mon- 
day. 


The war-time president and "savior 


of France" 10 years later, was 74 at 
his death. 


Tiie shock of the Marseilles assassin- 


ations may have hurried the death of 
Poincarc, who had been ill only a 
few days. 


Poincare, born in I860 in Bar-le-Duc, 


Lorraine, was elected to the Chamber 
of Deputies when 27, and after reach- 
ing the age of 33 held various offices, 
attaining distinction as Minister of 
Finance. 


In 1912 he became Mnistcr o" For- 


eign Affairs, and in 1913 was elected 
ninth president of the French repub- 
lic, serving until 1920. 


After the war, in 1926, it was Poin- 


carc who stabilized the currency and 
led his nation back to financial safety.

Meat Gives Necessary Proteins to Body 


Vegetarians have made n lot of peo- 


ple suspicious about meat. Yet most 
doctors are convinced that meat has a 
proper place in'the diet and some por- 
tions of meat are not only proper but 


j actually necessary for the body dur- 


ing its development. 


Biologists of nutrition recognize two 


kinds of protein—animal and veget- 
.able. Vegetable proteins are not'com- 
plete proteins. Animal proteins, in- 
cluding, of course, not only meat but 
also milk and eggs, are much more 
suitable to the body's needs. 


Proteins are chemical aminoacids. 


There are at least twenty of these and 
they are found in meat. Meats also 
supply iron and phosphorus. 


It has been argued that meat tends 


toward the production,of constipation. 
The reason is, of course, its concen- 
tration. If it is supplemented by ade-
